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CONDITIONS  OF  SALE 


The  property  listed  in  this  catalogue  will  be  offered  and  sold  subject  to  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  word  "Company",  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

2.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a  single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a  num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a  "Lot"  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered,  or  which 
is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may  be  rejected 
by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be  likely 
to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

6.  The  name  and  address  of  the  buyer  of  each  article,  or  lot,  shall  be  given  to  the 
Company  immediately  following  the  sale  thereof,  and  payment  of  the  whole  pur- 
chase price,  or  such  part  thereof  as  the  Company  may  require,  shall  be  immediately 
made  by  the  purchaser  thereof.  If  the  foregoing  condition,  or  any  other  applicable 
condition  herein,  is  not  complied  with,  the  sale  may,  at  the  option  of  the  Company, 
be  cancelled,  and  the  article,  or  lot,  reoffered  for  sale. 

7.  Unless  the  sale  is  advertised  and  announced  as  an  unrestricted  sale,  or  a  sale 
without  reserve,  consignors  reserve  the  right  to  bid. 

8.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  title  will  pass  to  the  highest  bidder  upon 
the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's  hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's 
sole  risk  and  responsibility. 

9.  Articles  sold  and  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  taken  by  noon  of  the  day  following 
the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the  Company  to  a  carrier  to  be  delivered  to  a  store- 
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house  for  the  account  and  risk  of  the  purchaser,  and  at  his  cost.  If  the  purchase 
price  has  not  been  so  paid  in  full,  the  Company  may  either  cancel  the  sale,  and  any 
partial  payment  already  made  shall  thereupon  be  forfeited  as  liquidated  damages, 
or  it  may  resell  the  same,  without  notice  to  the  buyer  and  for  his  account  and  risk, 
and  hold  him  responsible  for  any  deficiency. 

10.  If  for  any  cause  whatsoever  any  article  sold  cannot  be  delivered,  or  cannot  be 
delivered  in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  may  have  been  at  the  time  of  sale,  the 
sale  will  be  cancelled,  and  any  amount  that  may  have  been  paid  on  account  of  the 
sale  will  be  returned  to  the  purchaser.

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INTRODUCTORY  NOTE 


R  HARRY  HILLYER  BRIGHAM'S  choice  collection 
of  early  American  glass  provides  a  comprehensive  sur- 
vey of  practically  the  entire  field  and  is  especially  rich 


in  glass  of  Stiegel  and  the  Stiegel  type.  Mr  Brigham  collected  his 
glass  between  the  years  1907-1925.  During  the  first  half  of  this 
period,  he  resided  in  New  York,  and  it  was  during  that  time  that  he 
secured  most  of  his  Stiegel  and  New  Jersey  pieces.  In  19 14  he 
moved  to  Boston  and  consequently  was  provided  with  a  better 
vantage  point  for  the  securing  of  New  England  glass. 

The  New  England  category  of  his  collection  is  rich  in  pieces 
manufactured  in  three-mold  technique,  among  which  we  may  note 
an  especially  fine  sugar  bowl  and  cover  [Number  94]  that  has  its 
counterpart  in  the  specimen  in  the  Buswell  collection.  The  Sand- 
wich chalice  [Number  129  and  illustrated  as  frontispiece  to  this 
catalogue]  is  exceptionally  beautiful  and  possibly  unique.  Mr  Brig- 
ham  obtained  it  in  191 2,  in  East  Orleans,  Mass.,  not  far  from 
Sandwich,  from  the  sheriff  of  Barnstable  County,  who  had  found 
it  in  a  house  of  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  workers  in  the  Sandwich 
factory.  It  is  an  early  blown  piece.  Among  the  other  glass  from  this 
locality  we  find  the  pair  of  fine  amethyst  tall  vases  [Number  125], 
which  are  unusual  for  their  height  and  were  also  obtained  in 
Sandwich. 

Among  the  Stiegel  type  glass,  we  may  select  for  mention  here 
a  pitcher  of  uncommon  design  and  interest  [Number  172]  and  a 
pair  of  green  salts  [Number  55]  in  a  beautiful  shade  of  emerald. 

Regarding  his  New  England  glass,  Mr  Brigham  tells  how  when 
visiting  a  local  museum  in  New  Hampshire  he  saw  for  the  first  time 
a  Suncook  bowl  and  determined  to  get  one  if  possible.  After  diligent 
search  on  his  part,  and  assisted  by  a  number  of  persons,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  the  splendid  bowl  and  pitcher  [Numbers  211 
and  212],  which  are  especially  fine  examples  of  Suncook  glass.  At 


another  time,  while  passing  through  Claremont,  N.  H.,  in  1920, 
Mr  Brigham  espied  in  a  small  shop  the  deep  amber  pitcher 
[Number  236]  and,  quickly  purchasing  it,  dashed  for  his  train, 
which  he  caught  by  the  fraction  of  a  minute,  suitcase  and  unwrapped 
pitcher  in  hand,  an  object  of  amusement  to  his  fellow  passengers 
and  of  satisfaction  to  himself.  Thus  it  was  by  personal  search  as 
illustrated  in  the  preceding  instances  that  Mr  Brigham  was  able  to 
procure  the  many  rare  and  interesting  pieces  of  early  American 
glass  listed  in  this  catalogue.
